rapidly diminishing, and pressuies are 
rapidly decreasing, the forecast for 
tho natural gas supply in the Con- 
nellsTille coke region is that the Fey-

"If you ever hear anyone -say any- 


thing against the Salvation Army, 
just inform them, they don't know-a 
thing about k," 19 the way in which" 
one'soldier lad in France wrote back 
some months ago to his m-rther m 
the Tough valley. 


He expressed his great appreciation 


of what the Salvation Army was doing 
for men in France. He vaguely sensed 
the vastness of the work, but^could 
hardly know the actual statUtics. 


Prom the United States there went 


501 officers and employes of the Sal- 
vation Army to engage in war work, 
during the time of war. according to 
the February report. From the Brit- 
ish Bnvpire there were 727 persons 
engaged in war work, making a grand 
total of 1,228. It Was for the activities 
of these humanitarian workirs that 
people were asked to give of their 
substance during the war period, and 
for which Salvation Army needs*were 
Included in the War Chest Fund. 


The month's report shows that Sal- 


vation Army chaplains serving under 
government appointment numbered 
45. 
With 
American Expeditionary 


forces in France there were ','£ "hut- 
ments'* operated, and at or near can- 
tonments in the United States, 52. 
The Salvation Army of the Briilsh Em- 
pire and France maintained 119 huts, 
making i total of 171 for all national 
Salvation Army organizations. 


The Salvation Army supplied for 


ambulance service a total of 77 am- 
bulances—34 from the Unitec States 
and 53 from the British Empire and 
Franc*. 


Soldiers and jailors were well look- 


ed after and the number of rest and 
reading room* in operation wwe 225. 
all told. 


The Salvation Army of the United 


States maintained a War Service 
league, supplying a large mirober of 
articles of a. Red Cross nature, in- 
cluding, for instance, 39,324 comfort 
kits, and 30,189 garments made or 
knitted, such as sweaters, mufflers, 
heteets. socks, wrin-tlete, liospital 
shirts, and so forth. 


Special attention was given to the 


naval and military league, the total 
number of members enrolled by the 
United States organization being 1448. 


Not ojrly-were the needs of home 


soldiers and those of Great 2!ritain. 
Fiance and Belgium looked after, out 
those of the Mohammedans and Hin- 
doos as well, a completely equipped 
hospital with 102 beds being provided 
for th« benefit of Mohammedan and 
Hindoo troops, under the auspices of 
the Indian branch of the Sa.vation 
Army. Hospitals at Bombay, Calcut- 
ta. Madras and Lucknon accommo- 
dated 3,400 persons during th<- year, 
this work as well as that among the 
Mohammedans and Hindoos, being 
under the' supervision of the British 
branch of the organization.

Although the first meeting of the 


Pennsylvania Commission on Old Age 
Pensions was only held on November 
10, 1017, its repor-t recently submit- 
ted to -the legislature indicates that 
an extraordinary amount of work has 
been done by the commission since its 
creation through a resolution intro- 
duced by Senator Wdlliam C. Sproul, 
uov governor, on July 25, 1317. 


The purpose for which the old age 


commission was created was to in- 
vestigate the general subject of old 
age pensions and the various systems 
provided for this purpose in other na- 
tions and states, together with all the 
tacts relating thereto, especially as 
bearing upon the industrial and other 
conditions prevailing in Pennsylvania 
with a vew to ther practical adapta- 
bility here. 


Much Work Ifcftte. 


In the face of this tremendous task 


the commission went to work and 
their report shows t h a t members 
have held personal iatenrierra fnth 
3,405 inmates, 50 years of age and 
over, in 60 a 1ms bo uses in the state, 
information, being: callected with ref- 
er race to the age of the inmates at 
the time of investigation and time of 
admission, nativity, family corraec- 
tons, their physical condition, cause 
ot disability, occupation engaged in, 
weekly earnings, source of 'income, 
means of support, etc. Interviews of 
a similar nature were also beld with 
2,170 inmate3 in 65 fraternal and be- 
nevolent homes for tlie aged in the 
state. 


Information has also been ascer- 


tained- concerning identical points 
taken from the records of a number 
of charity organizations in the state. 
"With reference to the non-dependent 
aged, house-to-house canvasses have 
been made in sereral sections of the 
state by the commission's agents, and 
as a result nearly 4,500 men and wo- 
men over fifty years of age, hare been 
interviewed along the lines enumer- 
ated above. 


Assistance Needed. 


The commission bae gleaned from 


its observance of cases that aside 
from, the aged dependents found in 
almshouses, bonevolent or fraternal 
homes, and those receiving public or 
private rettef, « per cent of the aged 
population fifty years old and over in 
the state, when reaching old age have 
no otner risible m«ai» of support ex- 
cept their own earnings. Duly 3S per 
cent of the general aged population 
claim to posses personal property of 
their orrra. 


Investigations alpo show that in 


most of the industries of the common- 
wealth many workers become unfit 
before reaching the age of fifty years, 
with the inevitable result of declining 
earnings. In certain lines of work, 
like that of the railroad, it appears 
that more Chan half of the workers 
become im-pairwl before their fiftieth
